evident to all people concerned what a tremendous 
difference his personal touch has made in the con­

It must be evident to Germans and Italians, as 
well as to Americans. The Japanese and the Rus­ 
sians 
have

ways. Mr. Churchill, British minister, has estab­ 
lished as much personal prestige as any dictator, 
including Hitler himself. 
Primarily is the touch that helped to transform 
Great Britain from a state of despair and defeat 
after Dunkirk. Under him, Britain became a dyn­ 
amic fighting nation that dared to challenge its 
enemies to do their worst because nothing could 
crush British spirit. 
But more than that it is the touch that has lifted 
one of the most methodical and dreary of w ars—a 
war brought about by mistakes that a few men like 
Mr. Churchill tried to avert—into the higher realm

Mr. 
Churchill 
speaks of blood, toil, sweat and tears, as he has 
so eloquently, there Is no suggestion of sorrow hut 
only the grim and courageous determination. 
Mr. Churchill, himself, would be last to claim 
that bis leadership baa been responsible for Brit­ 
ain’s resurgence of spirit. That was a phenomenon 
of the British nation; he was a symbol. The essence 
of his service has been direction of a force that 
needed only direction to make it effective. 
Americans have been 
among the 
beneficiaries 
of his leadership, aa also have been the Russians, 
the French and all other sections of the United Na­ 
tions, None of them, whatever they 
may 
think 
about Great Britain, would be situated as favorably 
as they are now if the British had not stood firm 
when their enemies were colling to strike the death 
blow in the summer of 1941. 
It I* no secret, even among those who dearly love 
to pick flaws in the British way of doing things, 
that th* British prime minister speaks here to a 
receptive and enthusiastic audience. 
He confirms 
a national feeling, all too often dulled by awareness 
of the difficulties of making war, that when it’s 
all said and done the Anglo American partnership, 
together with the Russian effort, can't miss 
While he actually ha* brought no new evidence 
to bear on the matter In his latest speech, morale 
here was never higher than It was when he had 
turned his last phrase Wednesday noon 
in 
the 
Capitol.

’OT much more time ought to 
to be spent arguing about how- 
much taxes are to be abated.

Which brings me to a situation of the moment, 
that is highly reminiscent of the days of the First 
World war in this country when it got so a guy 
not. in uniform w'as subject lo public and private 
criticism on all sides, with no one bothering to hear 
his excuses. 
The gals were his severest critics then just as 
they are now and he could not make the comeback 
I have quoted above. The service was not crying for 
the ladies ae it is today. Shortage in enlistments in 
the various women's auxiliaries is producing talk 
of drafting the dolls. 
Hence a female of military age and qualifications 
not in uniform herself is heaving stones through her 
glass house when she bawls out a bloke for not 
being vested in the masculine sartorial fashion of 
the day.

The Black Markets are destroying that precious 
supply. And those who patronize Black M arkets literally are stealing food from their 
neighbors and their neighbors* sons who are fighting for us. 


Wake up civilians! This is your war, too. Rationing and Price Controls are your 
tools to help your country win this war as soon as possible. Stop complaining. Start 
helping. Play the game fair with yourself—your neighbors — and those men out on 
the battle fronts.
